HOTTEST JULY 


IN FIVE YEARS; 


SHORT ON RAIN 


The month ending today goes 
into Gettysburg records as the 
hottest July in five years and 
fourth consecutive July that has 
been short of rainfall. 
A hot, muggy July followed the 
detest May on record and the 
most arid June in IO years so 
that the first seven months of the 
year wind up more than three 
inches short of rainfall in spite 
of the surplus built up in its 
early months. 
Nine days of 90-degree weather 
ranging downward from a high of 
97 degrees on the first day of the 
month 
and 
hot, 
sticky 
nights 
helped push the month’s average 
temperatures above normal, de­ 
spite the cool period at the end 
of the month. 
HOTTEST IN 195$ 
Some Adams County nimrods 


The average daily high reading JJJ 
was 86.6 degrees while the daily 
low readings averaged 65.6 de­ 
grees, making the month’s aver­ 
age reading 76.12 degrees. Nor­ 
mal is 75.7 degrees and that nor­ 
mal figure has been creeping up 
throughout the last few decades. 
The hottest July on record in 
Gettysburg in 61 years came in 
1955 
when 
the 
average 
daily 
readings was close to 81 degrees. 
There 
were 
m e a s u r a b l e 
amounts of rain on only five 
days this month and June had 
only five days when rain fell. 
Most of the month’s rainfall came 
in one 2.55-inch downpour the 
night of July 12. The month’s 
rainfall totals 3.39 inches, the 
most any month has received 
received since April, but the to­ 
tal is 0.76 inch short of nor­ 
mal. 
LONG-RANGE SHORTAGE 
July of last year was cooler 
than this month but did not re­ 
ceive as much rain. 
The total rainfall- for the first 
•even months of the year is 20.98 
inches and that is 3.51 inches 
short of normal. January, Feb­ 
ruary and April had surpluses 
of ram this year but March was 
nearly an inch short and the 
shortages in May, June and July 
have more than wiped out the 
earlier r irpluses. 
The 
Tects of this summer’s 
drought are intensified by the 
fact that 1963 rainfall was 114 
inches below normal, 1962 was 
nearly five inches short and 1961 
was almost two inches below nor­ 
mal.

Gettysburg was honored dur­ 
ing the Civil War by having a 
U.S. warship named tor it. 
Existence 
of 
a 
‘‘U.S.S. 
Gettysburg*’ during the Civil 
War came to light through re­ 
search by Ralph E. Arnold, 56 
York St., who learned there was 
a painting of the ship in ex­ 
istence and then queried the 
Navy departm ent for details of 
the war record of the vessel 
that has been unknown to local 
residents. 
Navy archives revealed the 
‘‘Gettysburg” 
was 
a 
950-ton, 
side-wheel steam er with brigan­ 
tine rig. The wood and iron 
ship was 211 feet long, its beam 
was 26-feet three inches. 
Its 
speed was 15 knots maximum 
and 
the cruising speed 
nine 
knots. It was equipped with six 
cannon. 
WAS BLOCKADE RUNNER 
Built in Glargow. Scotland In 
1858, the ship originally was 
named "M argaret ai.d Jessie” 
and served as a Confederate 
blockade runner. It was cap­ 
tured November 5, 1863. by the 
U.S. ships "Fulton.” "Keystone 
State,” and "Nansemond” 
and 
turned over to the prize court in 
New York City. 
The Navy purchased the ship 
from the prize court for $90,000 
on November 20, 1863, the day 
after l incoln gave his address 
in dedication of the National 
Cemetery here 
When it was 
commissioned May 2, 1864, at 
the New York Navy Yard with 
Lt. Rosewell If. Lamsor. in com­ 
mand, it bore the name “ U S S. 
Gettysburg.”

Thursday the President elimi­

DOFFS KENNEDY LINK 
The consensus among many 
knowledgeable Democrats was 
that Johnson, calculating that 
he has established his own polit­ 
ical image strongly, wants to 
win elective office without lean­ 
ing on any Kennedy. 
The feeling was that to elimi- 
nate any emotional surge for 


the attorney general, the Presi­ 
dent was willing to eliminate a 
whole lineup of possible candi­ 
dates he never really had con­ 
sidered.

CHICAGO (AP) — For thou­ 
sands of Southern Appalachian 
white persons a journey north­ 
ward represents the hope of an 
end to poverty and deprivation. 
But for many of the 25.000 
migrants living in Chicago, the 
city has meant only continued 
despair. Uneducated, unskilled 
and unaccustomed to city ways, 
the migrants find the transition 
from backwood to urban setting 
almost impossible. 
Part of President Johnson’s 
antipoverty bill is aimed at cor­ 
recting the economic conditions 
that drive the migrants north­ 
ward. But the dislocated mi­ 
grants also have become a wel­ 
fare problem in Chicago, where 
they have settled in a five-mile- 
long, one-mile wide area on the 
North Side known as Uptown. 
BIGGEST PROBLEM 
“One of the biggest problems 
for the migrant is exploitation,’’ 
said Dewey W. Wood, director 
of the Chicago office of the 
Council o the Southern Moun­ 
tains. 
“The migrants pay $27 to $35 
dollars a week rent or unbe­ 
lievable apartm ents. Often four 
families (of six or seven per­ 
sons each) share the same bath­ 
room,” Dewey said. 
Exploitation, 
added 
to

higher cost of living 
in the 
North, often offsets extra wages 
the migrants may earn. 
Wood 
says 
many 
of

would be better off at home in 
the “security of their cathe­ 
draled 
mountains.”

our cash income for an entire 12 
months was $600?” 
LEAVE AND RETURN 
Torn between the better jobs 
of the North and the yearning 
for the hills of West Virginia.

“There was no church loan 
competition then and it was piti­ 


ful how folks were trying to get 
people to help them.” 
The Culbertson concern now 
services about $65 million in 
church and institutional loans. 
“There are great spiritual and 
moral resources backing these 
investments,” 
he 
declared. 
“Even during the depression, 
banks failed and businesses 
closed, but by and large churches 
paid their debts — not all at 
that time, but they paid then, 
IOO cents on the dollar.”

ALCOHOLISM 
TO CAIN FAME

THERMOPOLIS, Wyo. (AP) - 
A struggle for acceptance led 
artist Rupert Conrad to liquor 
and illness. A realization of his 
plight brought him back to the 
creative world he had lost. 
"It’s nothing new to hit the 
bottle,” Conrad said. ‘‘You strug­ 
gle for acceptance of your work 
and you hit the bottle. It sneaked 
up on me. But all that’s gone, 
thank goodness.” 
Conrad, 57, came back to his 
brushes and easel at the Gottsche 
Rehabilitation 
Center 
in 
this 
northern Wyoming community. 
“I owe a lot to Wyoming, my 
whole success,” he said. “I’m 
getting a real beginning here.” 
Actually it is more like a sec­ 
ond beginning, for he already had 
established a reputation. 
MANY EXHIBITS 
Best known for his colorful oils 
and pen and ink sketches of Carib­ 
bean scenes, Conrad has paint­ 
ings in the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in New York, the Library 
of Congress, the National Gallery 
of Paris, the Prado in Spain and 
the museum of the University of 
, Mexico. 
He was selected in 1%1 by the 
New York Artists Guild as one 
of America’s greatest living art­ 
ists. 
Originally from Detroit, Conrad 
came to Wyoming five years ago 
to visit a brother. He started 
Reaching art around Casper and 
seeking out 
Wyoming’s 
scenic 
beauties for landscapes. But the 
drinking problem grew worse and 
finally overcame him. 
Last fall Jim Meredith, direc­ 
tor of the small Alcoholic Re­ 
habilitation

was telephoned about a man who 
was drunk and sick. Meredith had 
the man hospitalized and two 
days later learned he was Con* 
I rad.

dith and his coworkers could help. 
• RETURNED TO PAINTING 
“I was ready for it,” he said. 
•'You see- what it does to other 
people and you become aware of 
what it has done to you.”

Meredith reported that Conrad 
was completely withdrawn and 
felt he never would paint again. 
Within a month, however, he was 
well on the road to recovery. 
In gratitude, he asked what he 
could do to help the center. 
Meredith urged him to take up 
* his brushes again. Since then 
Conrad has plunged back into his 
J teaching and painting.

to the Emmittsburg 
Youth Center is a rewarding and 
enlightening experience. The en­ 
thusiasm engendered by a small 
group of civic-minded adults in 
organizing a Center for the youth 
of the town is reflected in the 
results after several weeks of 
operation. The Youth Center is 
an example of what can be ac­ 
complished without resources but 
with a great deal of enthusiasm, 
interest, 
cooperation 
and 
good 
will. 


The genial director of the Cen 
ter. 
Rev. 
James T. 
Delaney, 
psychology instructor at Mount St 
Mary’s College. Emmitsburg, ex­ 
plains that the idea for the Cen­ 
ter took form several months ago 
when the small theater in town 
closed, 
leaving 
the 
teen-agers 
with no form of recreation to 
look forward to during the long, 
hot summer months ahead. 
Cognizant of the dangers inher­ 
ent in such a situation, a group 
of clergymen of all faiths in the 
town met to formulate plans for 
a center which would offer recre­ 
ational facilities for teen-agers 
of all faiths and keep them from 
congregating on the streets. In 
strumental in getting the program 
on its feet where the pastors of 
the five churches in Emmits 
burg; St. Joseph's Roman Cath 
olic Church, Elias L u t h e r a n 
C h u r c h , 
Incarnation 
United 
Church of Christ, Trinity Meth­ 
odist Church, and the Presbyte­ 
rian Church, with Father Delaney 
acting as director of the ath­ 
letic program 
YOUNG P E O P L I WORK 
Rev. Louis Storms, C M , pas­ 
tor of St. Joseph’s Church, do­ 
nated the use of St. Euphemia’s 
Hall, formerly used as the parish 
elementary’ school, but the young 
people themselves, under the su­ 
pervision of several adults, have 
done all the work of decorating 
the building^ to five it a modern 
touch.

Delaney 
credited 
his 
"Art Department” for the murals 
adorning 
the halls. 
Miss Toni 
Davenport. Wanda Rodgers, Jody 
Rodgers. Jane Stahley, and Mr 
and Mrs. Joseph Rodgers have 
contributed most of the art work 
Rev. Charles Kelly, C M., a visit­ 
ing priest on the faculty of Ni­ 
agara University, also assisted 
in the painting and lettering, with 
Rev. Jam es Kelly of Mount St. 
M ary’s College performing some 
of the supervisory work. 
A wide variety of activities 
has been arranged for the young 
people 
in the teen-age group. 
who 
simply 
register 
on 
their 
initial visit and pay no dues. 
Two pool tables, popular with 
the boys and girls, have been in­ 
stalled. and there are two ping­ 
pong ♦ 
les in another room on 
the n 
n floor. Upstairs is a 
room for dancing, with a juke 
box and a record player. 
SU M M ER ACTIVITIES 
The chief activities in the sum­ 
m er months center around ath­ 
letic activities, such as badmin­ 
ton, 
basketball, 
softball, volley 
ball, shuffleboard, and horseshoe 
pitching. For these events, some 
adult supervision is needed, and 
Father Delaney stressed that the 
most pressing need at the mo­ 
ment is adult volunteers to super­ 
vise some of the programs 
Work is progressing on con­ 


struction of an outdoor basketball 
court in the rear of the building 
which is 60’ by BO’ and will be 
provided with floodlights. When 
the colder weather comes, it is 
planned to flood the court to pro­ 
vide for ice skating and night 
hockey. 
Movies are shown every Friday 
night at a nominal charge of 25c, 
and additional activities planned 
for the near future are a Powder 
Puff Bowl on Friday in which two 
girls' teams will compete in touch 
football, and an outdoor dance un­ 
der the lights on August 7, for 
which “The Combinations” will 
play. 
SUPPORTS ITSELF 
The directors of the Center are 
proud of the fact that it self­ 
supporting. While the use of the 
building and court has been do­ 
nated rent-free by St. Joseph’s 
Church, athletic equipment and 
funds for other expenses are pro­ 
vided 
through 
profits 
realized 
from many affairs sponsored by 
the Center and through donations 
from civic organizations like the 
American Legion and the Knights 
of Columbus and various individ­ 
uals 
A total of 180 teen-agers have 
already registered at the Youth 
Center, and the number continues 
to grow as invitations have been 
extended to youths in the St. An­ 
thony area, Thurmont and Taney­ 
town. A number of teen-agers 
from those towns have already 
availed themselves of the activi­ 
ties at the Emmitsburg Youth 
Center. Inquiries have also been 
received from officials in Littles­ 
town ami Thurmont who are in­ 
terested in organizing Youth Cen­ 
ters. 
The Youth Center is open from 
1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. and from 
6:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m. Mondays 
through Thursdays, 
until 
11:00 
p.m. on Fridays and Saturdays, 
and is closed on Sundays. John 
Law. Emmitsburg police officer, 
cooperates with the Center in 
permitting the teen-agers to get 
home after the IO p.m. curfew. 
Father Delaney, who is chiefly 
responsible for the success of the 
Center, modestly states: “All this 
would not have been passible with­ 
out hard work and cooperation of 
so many of the young people and 
adults.''

SENATE VOTES

FOR DEFENSE

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has heeded Sen. Richard 
B. Russell’s warning that “ we 
can’t afford to be second best” 
and voted unanimously to spend 
more than $46 billion for de­ 
fense. 
The 76-0 approval Wednesday 
night of the biggest money bill 
of the fiscal year — $46,774,401,- 
OOO — sends the appropriation to 
the House, which earlier voted 
some $15 million less. After the 
House acts, a committee of both 
cham bers will arrange a com­ 
promise figure. 
The Senate amount is $1.4 bil­ 
lion less than Congress forked 
over to the Pentagon last year 
and more than $6% million be­ 
low President Johnson’s initial 
budget requests. 
VOTE IS MISLEADING 
The unanimous vote is mis­ 
leading in a sense. Debate was 
angry 
at 
times and 
Russell, 
floor m anager for the bill, had 
to fight off efforts to cut the am ­ 
ount and to protect government 
shipyards. After nine hours the 
veteran Georgia Democrat had 
his way — on every test. 
Russell 
claimed 
huge 
multi- 
tillion-dollar outlays for m an­ 
power, 
missiles, 
submarines 
and other expensive 
military 
hardw are must continue for the 
foreseeable future. 
Most of the dispute centered 
on efforts of Navy yard support­ 
ers to get a large share of near­ 
ly $2 billion in the bill to con­ 
struct, repair and convert the 
Navy’s fleet of existing and new 
ships. 
ECONOMY EFFORT 
As part of an economy effort. 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
M cNamara has shut down large 
numbers of military bases and 
establishments. Now he is look­ 
ing over government owned and 
operated ship yards.

KENNEDY FILES 
SUITS AGAINST 
EATING PLACES 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala. (AP) - 
U.S. Atty. Gen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy has filed the first federal 
suit under the new Civil Rights 
Act against 15 eating places 
here. 
The action, filed Wednesday 
in U. S. District Court in Bir­ 
mingham, charged that owners 
and m anagers of the 15 places 
have violated the law by refus­ 
ing to serve Negroes. 
Earlier Wednesday, Negro at­ 
torneys in South Carolina filed 
suits against two Orangeburg 
movie 
houses. 
The 
lawyers 
charged 
that 
Negroes 
were 
turned away from ticket win­ 
dows where whites were accom­ 
modated. 
The Tuscaloosa suit dem and­ 
ed that restaurants and lunch 
counters in the university city 
be 
forbidden 
to 
discrim inate 
against 
Negroes. 
It 
also 
re­ 
quested a preliminary injunc­ 
tion against the defendants. 
There was no immediate rul­ 
ing. Court sources said a hear­ 
ing would not be held until Oc­ 
tober because of a 
crowded 
court docket for the three feder­ 
al judges in Birmingham. 
The suit covers virtually ev­ 
ery sizable restaurant and lunch 
counter in Tuscaloosa, except a 
hotel restaurant and a cafeteria 
that dropped their racial bar­ 
riers after the law took effect. 
In the suit. Kennedy is resort­ 
ing for the first time to a provi­ 
sion 
of 
the Civil 
Rights 
Act 
which permits him, rather than 
private individuals, to initiate a 
suit when he finds a "pattern or 
practice” of discrimination. It

RUNNING LOW

of Justice, popularly known as 
the World Court, continues to 
find business slow after 18 years 
of operation. 
This tribunal, located in The 
Hague, is the judicial arm of the 
United Nations. It has never 
been used to the extent that the 
fram ers of the 
U.N. 
charter 
hoped. There have been num er­ 
ous periods when it had nothing 
to do. 
The 
court 
has 
handled 
21 
"contentious’’ cases and 12 ad­ 
visory opinions. Fourteen other 
cases were brought to the court 
but 
were dropped 
either 
be­ 
cause they were settled or be­ 
cause one party refused to ac­ 
cept the court’s jurisdiction. 
SLOW START IN •Al 
The tribunal got off to such a 
slow start that the U.N. General 
Assembly as early as 1947 ap­ 
pealed to member nations and 
the U.N. specialized agencies to 
take their disputes to the court 
instead of trying to settle them 
elsewhere. 
The appeal had no visible re­ 
sults. 
Only some 30 countries have 
bound 
themselves 
to 
accept 
compulsory jurisdiction of the 
court. These do not include the 
United States or any of the 
Communist countries. Decisions 
are not binding unless the par­ 
ties to disputes agree to abide 
by the decisions. 
OPINIONS NOT BINDING 
Advisory 
opinions, 
handed 
down at the request of U.N. bo­ 
dies or groups of countries, are 
not binding on anyone. 
The court is located in the 
famous Peace Palace, built in 
The Hague by steel magnate 
Andrew Carnegie before World 
War I. It has a perm anent staff 
of 30 and its latest annual budg­ 
et was $946,000. 
Almost all the 15 judges are 
former diplomats. Appointment 
to the court is considered one of 
the nicest plums a diplomat can 
get. Judges are chosen by the 
U.N. General Assembly and the 
Security 
Council 
for 
9-year 
term s. They get $25,000 a year 
tax-free plus $37.50 a day when 
the tribunal is in session. 
The judges are not required to 
remain in The Hague when they 
have no case to consider but 
must simply be "perm anently 
at the disposal of the court.” 


armers Will Receive 17% 
Of Net In Federal Payments

WASHINGTON (AP) — An Ag­ 
riculture Department economic 
report indicated Wednesday that 
farm ers will receive around 17 
per cent of their net realized in­ 
come this year in the form of 
government payments. 
Both the amount of the pay­ 
ments and the percentage they 
represented of the income would 
be records. 
The report said net realized 
farm income — the amount left 
after 
deducting 
production 
ex­ 
penses—ran at the annual aver­ 
age of $12.3 billion during the 
first half of 1964 compared with 
last year’s revised estim ate of 
$12.5 billion. In 1962, it was $12.6 
billion. The record high was 
$16 7 billion in 1947. 
PAYMENTS UP 
It said that government pay­ 
ments this year will probably be 
as much as 25 per cent above 
last year's $1.7 billion or around 
$2,250,000,000. The previous rec­ 
ord payments was $1,736,000,000 
in 1962, 
This 
forecast 
of 
increased 
payments came at a time when 
their use to supplement farm in­ 
come is expected to become a 
m ajor farm issue in this year’s 
presidential and congressional 
elections. Most Repub M e a n s 
criticize such payments. 
The report added $200 million 
to the estimate of 1963 farm in­ 
come the departm ent made in 
February. The departm ent now 
expects 1964 income to be some 
what higher than it forecast late 
in 1963, but perhaps not quite 
equal to the new figure for 1963. 
The departm ent said net farm 
income for the first half of this 
year was at the annual rate of 
$12.3 billion, down about I per 
cent from the first half of 1963. 


A record honey crop may be 
in the making. 
The 
agriculture 
departm ent 
reported Wednesday that on July 
I there were 2 per cent more colo­ 
nies of bees in this country than 
the number which produced last 
year’s record honey output. The 
colony number was put at 5,645,- 
000, the largest since 1948. 


The wages paid hired hands 
by 
farm ers 
in 
1963 
dipped 
slightly below the record high of 
$2,570,000 000 set in 1961. They 
amounted to $2,562,000,000, the 
same as in 1962. For a number 
of years, the number of hired 
workers has been declining with 
expanded use of labor saving 
machinery, but wage rates have 
been increasing.

Bright Tents Add 
Color To Camps

A visit to any camp ground 
during the height of the season 
will prove once and for all that 
color has caught up with tents. 
Where the buyer once had a 
choice only of olive drab or more 
olive drab, he’s faced now with 
an array of reds, blues, yellows, 
whites, light greens and browns 
in solids or stripes. 
One of the selling points of 
the light-colored tents — or of 
tents with aluminized roofing — 
is that they are cooler because 
light colors reflect the sun. There 
are many campers who will dis­ 
pute this, though, and say they 
can’t tell a bit of comfort differ­ 
ence in a light or darker colored 
tent. 
About the only way to keep a 
tent cool in the sun is to cover 
it with a fly. a piece of canvas 
or other heavy material streached 
above the tent to provide shade. 
A better way to insure comfort 
than buying a light-colored tent 
is to make sure of plenty of ven­ 
tilation.

JAMES LANDIS, 
FOR ADVISER, 
DIES IN POOL 


HARRISON, 
N.Y. 
(A P )- 
James M. Landis, 64, adviser to 
three 
Democratic 
presidents, 
was found dead in the swim­ 
ming pool at his home Thursday 
night. 
One of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s 
original 
“brain 
trusters” in 1933, Landis’ final 
government post was as adviser 
on government regulatory agen­ 
cies to President John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
He was dean of Harvard Law 
School from 1937 to 1946. 
In his early Washington days 
he was known as hard driving, 
a chain smoker and a good card 
player. He also had tramped 
over every Civil War battlefield. 
A neighborhood boy found the 
body and tried artificial respira­ 
tion. Landis was wearing swim­ 
ming trunks. He had a history 
of heart trouble. 
An autopsy was ordered to de­ 
termine the cause of death. 
Landis’ career was marred l l 
months ago by his conviction on 
a misdemeanor charge of filing 
late federal income tax returns. 
He had paid the taxes, and said 
the late filing was just “folly.** 
He was sentenced to 30 days 
in prison, but served it mostly 
in a hospital because of heart 
and nerve ailments. 
Because of the conviction he 
was suspended from the New 
York Bar for a year. 
Landis wrote the Securities 
Act of 1933 and became chair­ 
man of the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission two years 
later. He returned to Harvard in 
1937. In 1946, President Truman 
named him chairman of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board.

Wilderness Bill

vote of 373 to I, the House has 
massed a bill to establish a na­ 
tional 
wilderness 
preservation 
system. 
The measure, passed

similar form by the Senate, now 
goes to conference to work out

Only Rep. Joe Pool, D-Tex., 
opposed the bill. 
Under the wilderness system, 
at least 9.2 million acres of fed­ 
eral land would be protected 
against most commercial uses 
so their natural conditions can 
be preserved.
